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EDITOR'S    NOTE 


The  Subscribers  to  tbese  volumes  are  already  aware  of  the  sudden  deatb  of 
the  author,  which  occurred  ou  the  19th  of  May,  1878,  after  an  illness  of  less 
than  a  week's  duration,  and  when  the  acme  of  his  ambition — to  see  his  life-work 
completed  in  print — seemed  almost  to  have  been  reached.  Of  Mr.  Wj^man's  life 
and  character  it  is  not  our  purpose  to  speak  in  this  place.*  Just  previous  to  his 
decease,  he  had  finally  revised  the  proof  sheets  of  forty-one  printed  pages  of  the 
book,  and  a  few  subsequent  sheets  had  received  a  partial  revision  at  his  hands. 

By  the  nuncupative  will  of  the  author,  the  writer  of  this  note  was  designated 
to  carry  forward  to  completion  the  work  which  Mr.  Wyman  was  permitted  only 
to  see  begun.  In  entering  upou  the  discharge  of  a  duty  at  once  so  delicate  and 
so  arduous,  and  undertaken  purely  from  a  sense  of  duty  and  as  a  labor  of  love, 
the  editor  brought  to  his  task  a  determined  purpose  that  the  work  should  be, 
most  emphatically.  Mr.  Wyman's  work,  and  that  it  shovdd  not  be  obnoxious  to 
tin-  objection  of  being  over-edited.  It  has  been  his  most  earnest  wish  accurately 
to  transfer  to  print  the  great  mass  of  manuscript  that  has  come  to  him, 
and  faithfully  to  interpret  the  abstracts  of  conveyances  which  constitute  that 
moiety  of  the  work  presented  under  the  head  of  Estates.  This,  however,  proved 
to  he  no  easy  task;  for,  while  our  author,  most  fortunately,  had  completed  in 
manuscript  his  enumeration  of  all  the  families  resident  here  during  the  period 
embraced  within  the  prescribed  limits  of  his  work,  and  had  marshalled  the  con- 
veyances made  and  recorded  during  the  same  interval  of  time,  he  had  deferred 
giving  critical  attention  to  the  very  important  matter  of  a  proper  punctuation  of 
these  abstracts  until  he  should  finally  scan  the  sheets  before  committing  them  to 
the  press.  So  concise  are  these  abstracts,  and  so  numerous  are  the  abbreviations 
employed  in  their  presentment,  that  great  care  was  necessary  in  jjreparing  the 
manuscript  for  the  printers,  that  an  erroneous  punctuation  should  not  distort  the 
facts  which  the  author  was  presenting.  For  reasons  which  will  be  readily 
recognized  upon  a  careful  study  of  this  portion  of  the  work — the  Estates — the 
editor  has  found  it  impracticable  to  adhere  invariably  to  the  generally  accepted 
roles  governing  the  punctuation  of  ordinary  writings;  and  they  have  been  fre- 
quently transgressed  in  order  to  present  with  perspicuity  the  materials  placed  in 
his  hands.      The  writer's  long  and  intimate  acquaintance  with  Mr.  Wyman  and

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his  work,  and  his  familiarity  with  the  author's  plans,  his  sometimes  peculiar 
idiom,  his  abbreviations  and  his  methods  in  presenting  such  material  as  consti- 
tutes the  subject-matter  of  these  volumes,  served  to  lighten  his  labors ;  while  the 
author's  original  minutes  of  a  large  part  of  what  is  here  printed  occasionally 
have  been  found  of  great  service  in  determining  with  precision  a  doubtful  figure 
or  an  obscure  sentence. 

As  the  work  progressed,  there  was  another  difficulty  encountered  which 
occasioned  much  delay.  By  the  plan  upon  which  the  genealogies  are  arranged, 
each  separate  family  group  is  designated  by  a  number,  by  means  of  wbich  num- 
bers enclosed  in  brackets,  inter-family  references — chiefly  marriage  alliances — 
are  constantly  made.  As  Mr.  Wyman  proceeded  with  the  preparation  of  the 
final  draft  of  his  manuscript,  new  facts  continually  presented  themselves  for 
which  it  was  necessary  to  find  places  in  the  pages  already  engrossed.  The 
numerals  indicating  the  groups  in  the  families  already  arranged  had  been  freely 
availed  of  for  purposes  of  reference,  hence  there  was  no  possibility  of  a  new 
enumeration  of  groups  in  any  given  family  without  involving  endless  confusion 
in  all  references  that  had  been  made  to  it  in  the  accounts  of  other  families ; 
consequently,  the  author  generally  inserted  his  new  material,  when  an  entirely 
new  group  was  required,  by  putting  it  in  the  place  to  which  it  would  have  been 
assigned  had  it  been  in  hand  from  the  first,  and  attaching  to  such  new  group  the 
same  number  as  was  borne  by  the  group  next  preceding  it,  but  with  the  addition 
of  an  asterisk  (*).  Had  this  plan  been  adhered  to  invariably,  the  difficulty 
alluded  to  would  not  have  been  experienced.  But  occasionally,  when  the  addi- 
tions proved  to  be  very  numerous,  an  entirely  new  enumeration  was  resorted  to, 
and  an  attempt  was  subsequently  made — which  never  was  wholly  successful — to 
look  up  and  rectify  in  the  manuscript  all  references  that  had  been  made  to  the 
family  by  means  of  the  first  enumeration.  The  consequence  was,  a  systematic 
verification  by  the  editor  of  all  references  to  other  families  by  means  of  a  group 
number  became  necessary ;  and  it  is  believed  that  nearly,  if  not  quite,  all  of  the 
misleading  references  were  detected  and  rectified  before  the  printed  sheets 
were  struck  off.  If,  however,  a  few  of  these  references  shall  be  found  to 
have  been  overlooked,  a  cursory  examination  of  the  other  groups  of  the  family 
referred  to  will  discover  the  facts  to  which  specific  reference  was  intended  to 
be  made.  And,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  author  was  not  permitted  to  revise 
with  his  own  hand  the  proof  sheets  of  his  magnum  opus,  the  hope  is  indulged 
that  whatever  errors  may  be  detected  in  the  following  pages  will  be  regarded 
with  the  fullest  measure  of  consideration. 

The  plan  upon  which  the  work  is  arranged  is  believed  to  be  such  as  to  require 
(a)  only  a  brief  explanation  beyond  what  is  contained  in  the  author's  preface ; 
but  it  has  seemed  proper  (b)  to  make  mention  of  some  of  the  principal  sources 
whence  the  materials  for  these  volumes  were  chiefly  drawn. 

(a)  There  is  one  feature  of  the  plan  deserving  of  especial  mention — the  uni- 
form thoroughness  and  impartiality  with  which  Mr.  Wyman  has  treated  all  the 
families  resident  within  our  borders.     It  has  long  been  the  general  custom  among 
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•writers  of  town  histories — and  of  snch  a  character  this  work  partakes — to  devote 
the  largest  space  to  prominent  and  influential  personages  and  families  of  the 
localities  they  are  treating,  and  to  pass  over  with  brief  mention,  or  to  omit 
entirely,  the  less  distinguished  portion  of  the  community.  But  Mr.  TTyman's 
method  admitted  of  no  such  discrimination ;  indeed  he  more  than  once  remarked 
to  the  writer  that  the  persons  and  families  eminent  in  social  station  or  political 
preferment  were  sure  of  finding  recognition  and  remembrance  in  a  thousand 
ways  not  open  to  their  less  fortunate  neighbors,  and  that  his  aim  had  been  to 
garner  up  the  scattered  memorials  of  the  many  rather  than  to  write  panegyrics 
upon  the  few.  In  furtherance  of  this  purpose  he  gave  to  our  public  records  a 
searching  scrutiny  which  was  richly  rewarded.  Mr.  Wyman  rarely  indulged  in 
even  brief  biographical  notices  of  the  eminent  persons  whose  genealogy  he  was 
compiling,  feeling  that  that  service  belonged  more  properly  to  the  historian  of 
the  town  than  to  its  genealogist.  He  strove  to  present  with  fullness  and  accu- 
racy the  facts  upon  which  all  biography  is  based,  leaving  to  other  hands  the  task 
of  graceful  embellishment.  This  determination  will  account  for  the  absence 
from  these  pages  of  long  enumerations  of  minor  offices  held  by  numerous 
individuals  so  frequently  met  with  in  works  of  a  kindred  nature. 

Double  dating  is  now  so  generally  understood  that  only  passing  mention  is 
necessary  of  the  facts,  that  prior  to  1752  the  year  was  computed  as  beginning  on 
the  25th  of  March  instead  of  the  first  day  of  January,  as  at  present;  that  the 
dual  date  of  the  year  was  employed  only  during  the  interval  between  these  two 
days ;  and  that  March  was  reckoned  as  the  First  month. 

In  the  compilation  of  the  pedigrees  in  this  work  it  was  the  author's  aim  to 
present  all  dates  as  they  stand  in  the  original  records,  so  far  as  it  was  practicable 
to  do  so.  With  regard  to  out  of  town  dates,  some  departure  from  this  rule  was, 
of  course,  ry;    and  in  such  cases    dates  are   not   invariably   rendered 

'■■> ;  but  where  Mr.  Wyman  himself  consulted  the  original  records,  his 
transcript  was  literal — never,  for  instance,  rendering  as  May  14,  1680,  what  stood 
in  the  original  as  1  1  (3)  1680.  Baptisms,  when  occurring  soon  after  the  date  of 
the  birth  of  a  child,  are  generally  inserted  in  a  parenthesis  thus: — Charles,  b. 
May  14  (16)  1680;  and  they  are  employed  as  a  means  of  full  identification. 
Dates  inclosed  in  brackets  were  derived  from  private  sources;  and  of  such  the 
author  was  unable  to  find  any  public  record.  Proper  names,  too,  even  when 
obviously  inaccurate  as  regards  orthography,  are  rendered  as  they  stand  in  the 
original;  and  the  abstracts  of  conveyances — which  constitute  the  chief  source  of 
in  formation  as  to  the  trades,  occupations  or  professions  of  the  parties  to  them — 
appear  in  the  original  language  in  which  they  are  exjjressed,  so  far  as  it  was  prac- 
ticable to  preserve  it  in  a  conspectus.  Hence  what  naturally  might  be  regarded 
a  grammatical  lapse  or  as  arising  from  carelessness  in  proof-reading,  is  readily 
accounted  for.  The  word  "Mistic,"  which  was  of  very  frequent  occurrence  and 
of  unsettled  orthography,  and  one  or  two  other  names  that  were  in  the  same 
category,  have  been  printed  in  the  orthography  of  to-day.  These  are  believed 
to  be  the  only  exceptions  to  the  above  rule. 
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A  few  cases  will  be  met  with  of  a  baptismal  name  in  capitals  beginning  a 
paragraph  and  followed  by  a  group  number  only — the  insertion  of  the  details 
concerning  such  persons  unfortunately  having  been  deferred  by  the  author  for 
reasons  unknown  to  us.  Ebenezer  "Wade  10  is  a  case  in  point.  There  are  also 
a  very  few  cases  in  which  a  hiatus  occurs  in  the  enumeration  of  the  groups  in 
a  family  where  no  omission  of  matter  appears  to  have  been  made.  The  Shed 
family  furnishes  an  illustration  of  these  lapses,  there  being  no  group  numbered  3. 
These  cases  are  presented,  however,  as  they  stand  in  the  author's  manuscript. 

Some  families  were  found  to  be  so  numerous  as  to  require  special  indices. 
These  are  placed  at  the  beginning  of  the  articles,  and  refer  by  group  number 
to  every  head  of  a  family,  whether  his  name  stands  as  the  head  of  a  group  or 
occurs  within  one  as  having  contracted  marriage. 

There  is  another  feature  of  our  author's  plan  which  shotdd  be  constantly  borne 
in  mind.  The  particulars  concerning  a  marriage  alliance,  or  a  conveyance,  are 
detailed  but  once  —  in  cases  of  marriage  generally  under  the  husband's  name,  in 
conveyances  under  the  surname  of  the  grantee  or  grantor  which  has  alpha- 
betical precedence — and  all  further  mention  of  such  occurrences  is  by  reference 
only.  In  the  cases  of  married  women,  their  births  are  recorded  under  their 
maiden  surnames,  their  marriages  and  deaths  under  the  surnames  of  their 
husbands.  It  is,  therefore,  necessary  to  examine  our  author's  account  of  both 
families  that  may  be  parties  to  an  alliance  or  to  a  conveyance,  in  order  to  secure 
all  the  information  which  the  work  contains  respecting  the  person  or  estate 
under  investigation. 

Persons  removing  from  Charlestown,  or  resident  in  such  portions  of  it  as, 
from  time  to  time,  have  been  set  off  to  form  other  towns,  have  not,  as  a  rule, 
been  followed  by  the  author  after  they  ceased  to  be  inhabitants  of  this  town  ;* 
nor  did  he  make  any  special  effort  to  ascertain  the  pedigree  of  those  landed 
proprietors  here  who  were  non-resident. 

One  word  with  regard  to  the  Estates.  The  deeds  are  chronologically 
arranged  in  the  order  of  their  execution,  and  the  original  instruments  were 
recorded  in  the  same  years  they  were  executed  except  where  the  fact  of  regis- 
tration in  a  subsequent  year  is  expressly  stated.  The  practice  of  deferring 
for  long  periods  of  time  the  record  of  legal  documents  was  more  wide  spread 
during  the  seventeenth  and  eighteenth  centuries  than  is  generally  known.  It  doubt- 
less had  its  origin  in  the  expense  attendant  upon  registration,  and  was  fostered 
in  many  cases  by  habits  of  procrastination.  As  might  have  been  predicted  at 
the  start,  many  deeds  were  lost  or  destroyed,  and  consequently  the  titles  to 
many  estates  never  can  be  perfected.  The  burning  of  the  town  by  the  British 
during  the  battle  of  Bunker  Hill  unquestionably  consumed  a  great  number  of 
unrecorded  deeds,  as  the  most  cursory  examination  of  the  Schedule  of  Convey- 
ances at  the  end  of  our  second  volume  will  abundantly  prove.  It  should  be 
borne  in  mind,  when  attempting  to  trace  in  these  pages  the  title  to  any  particular 
estate,  that  real  property  frequently  passes  by  inheritance  or  by  testamentary

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devise,  and  that  in  such  cases  deeds  are  not  essential  to  undisputed  possession 
of  it.  It  should  also  be  remembered  that  in  the  arrangement  of  these 
abstracts  each  successive  date  carries  with  it  all  transactions  intervening  between 
it  and  the  next  preceding  date — the  same  date  of  year  sometimes  applying  to 
several  conveyances,  as  in  the  case  of  A.  W.  Duty. 

The  Schedide  of  Conveyances  above  mentioned  relates  to  Charlestown 
instruments  only,  with  the  exception  of  a  few  items,  enclosed  in  brackets,  which 
pertain  to  lands  or  transactions  in  other  places,  and  which  have  been  introduced 
into  the  text  because  they  contained  facts  of  special  interest  or  value  in  explaining 
or  elucidating  kinship  or  title  of  persons  resident  here.  This  department  of 
the  work  was  being  finally  revised  by  Mr.  Wyman  when  he  was  attacked  with 
the  disease  (pneumonia)  which  terminated  his  life.  This  revision  was  made 
by  a  comparison  of  his  manuscript  with  the  original  records  at  East  Cambridge, 
and  his  journal  note>  that  he  had  so  revised  137  volumes  of  Middlesex  Deeds. 
The  manuscript  itself,  however,  bears  evidence  that  volumes  138  and  139  had 
received  similar  treatment.* 

(b)  Every  event,  transaction  or  conveyance  recorded  in  these  pages — in  the 
ace  of  a  specific  statement  to  the  contrary — is  to  be  regarded  as  occurring  in, 
or  pertaining  to.  Charlestown  ;  and  it  is  believed  that  all  material  facts  contained 
in  our  records  from  1629  to  177-3.  and  nearly  all  from  1775  to  1818,  have  been 
incorporated  with  this  compilation.  Such  was  the  author's  purpose.  Besides 
the  registers  of  births,  marriages,  marriage-intentions  and  deaths,  the  record 
of  our  municipal  proceedings,  the  doings  of  the  Selectmen,  the  record  of 
strangers  "  notified  "  (or  warned  out  of  town)  and  of  the  arrival  of  strangers, 
the  Church  records,  the  inscriptions  in  our  ancient  burial-ground,  the  extant 
tax-li.-ts  from  1721  to  1773;  the  list  of  victims  of  the  small-pox,  which  was 
epidemic  here  at  three  different  and  widely  separated  periods ;  the  recipients  of 
the  Thank-giving  collection  in  1757;  the  list  of  sufferers  by  the  burning  of  the 
town  in  1775;  the  census  of  1789;  and  the  United  States  direct  tax  list  of 
1798,  were  systematically  drawn  upon  for  all  material  facts  which  they  con- 
tained. The  Book  of  Possessions  was  early  examined  and  its  contents  digested, 
and  the  registries  of  deeds  and  of  probate  in  Suffolk  and  Middlesex  were  thor- 
oughly explored  for  materials  relating  to  Charlestown,  with  gratifying  results. 
The  Court  files  in  the  county  last  named  yielded  a  rich  harvest  of  a  peculiar 
kind,  and  we  doubt  if  any  such  thorough  and  exhaustive  examination  of  this 
department  of  our  public  archives  ever  before  was  made  for  the  purpose  of 
enriching  an  historical  or  genealogical  treatise,  if  we  except  the  similar  labors  of 
the  late  Hon.  Charles  Wentworth  Upham  and  his  son  Mr.  William  P.  Upham 
in  exploring  the  Court  files  in  Essex,  prior  to  the  publication  of  the  History  of 
Witchcraft  and  Salem  Village. 

The  records  —  too  often  overlooked  by  historical  and  genealogical  students 
and  scholars — of  the  now  defunct  Court  of  Sessions  were  also  critically  exam- 
ined; while  the  archives  of  the  Commonwealth,  the   records  and  inscriptions  in 

*  The  County  of  Middlesex  was  erected  May  10,  1643,  when  the  whole  colony  was  divided 
into  four  shires,  the  other  three  being  Suffolk,  Essex  and  Norfolk.  Prior  to  the  year  1649, 
Ch.'irlestown  deeds  were  recorded  in  the  Book  of  Possessions,  or  in  the  first  volume  of  the  present 
series  of  Suffolk  deeds. 
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the  burial-grounds  of  a  great  number  of  towns  within  the  State  and  even 
beyond  its  borders,  were  inspected  at  various  times  during  the  two  score  years 
which  Mr.  Wyman  devoted  to  his  task.  Numerous  manuscripts  in  private 
hands  or  in  the  custody  of  public  institutions  have  also  been  heavily  drawn 
upon.  The  thirty  published  volumes  of  the  New  England  Historical  and 
Genealogical  Register  proved  an  invaluable  aid  in  this  undertaking.  In  its  pages 
may  be  found  transcripts  of  the  diaries  of  Robert  Calley  and  Noahdiah  Russell, 
and  of  other  original  documents  to  which  reference  is  here  continually  made. 

The  burning  of  the  town  occasioned  a  hiatus  in  our  records  covering  several 
years  subsequent  to  1775,  which  has  proved  embarrassing  to  the  historian  and 
the  genealogist.  The  inhabitants  fled  in  terror  to  various  places  for  shelter  and 
protection,  and  were  obliged  to  find  an  abiding-place  wherever  they  could  for 
longer  or  shorter  periods  of  time  —  until  the  siege  of  Boston  was  raised  and 
some  of  their  homes  were  rebuilt.  During  this  interval  many  died  and  were 
buried  in  the  neighboring  towns  whose  records  and  graveyards  alone  preserve 
some  memorials  of  those  homeless  and  unfortunate  persons.*  These  sources 
of  information  were  not  overlooked  by  our  author. 

In  colonial  and  provincial  days  Charlestown  was  a  maritime  town  and  a 
rendezvous  for  mariners  and  transient  venders.  Hither  came  persons  from  abroad 
— from  Europe  and  the  West  Indies — who  sojourned  for  a  few  weeks  or 
months,  contracted  marriage,  perhaps,  and  bore  away  their  new-found  partners, 
or  settled  permanently  with  us.  This  fact  in  a  measure  accounts  for  the  great 
number  of  unusual  names  to  be  met  with  in  these  volumes. 

*  It  is  not  positively  known  by  whose  forethought  and  care  our  public  archives  were  saved 
from  destruction  in  June,  1775,  but  there  is  scarcely  room  for  a  doubt  that  they  were  seasonably 
removed  to  a  place  of  safety  by  the  vigilant  and  patriotic  town-clerk,  who  for  more  than  twenty- 
three  years  faithfully  served  the  town  as  its  recorder.  So  large  and  so  prominent  a  place  in 
public  affairs  did  Mr.  Sweetser  fill,  that  our  author  made  diligent  but  unsuccessful  search  among 
our  records  for  some  memorial  of  his  death.  In  the  columns  of  the  Boston  Gazette  of  February 
28,  1778,  however,  appeared  the  following  brief  but  excellent  obituary  notice : 

"  On  the  15th  of  January  past  died  at  Charlestown,  in  the  74th  year  of  his  age,  Seth  Sweetser, 
Esq. ;  who  had  for  many  years  taught  the  grammar  school,  and  sustained  other  important  offices 
in  that  town.  A  mind  naturally  strong,  added  to  the  advantages  of  a  liberal  education,  furnished 
him  with  a  large  stock  of  ancient  and  modern  learning;  a  remarkable  faculty  of  communicating 
his  ideas  enabled  him  to  impart  this  knowledge  to  others,  and  qualified  him  for  an  able  instructor 
of  youth ;  indeed  his  abilities  in  this  capacity  are  put  beyond  a  doubt  by  the  many  shining  char- 
acters both  in  church  and  state,  which  were  formed  under  his  tuition.  With  an  heart  susceptible  of 
all  the  warmth  and  tenderness  of  friendship,  he  possessed  an  openness  of  temper  which  demanded 
esteem  and  confidence  upon  the  first  acquaintance;  having  had  large  opportunities  of  acquiring 
anecdotes  concerning  the  first  characters  upon  the  ancient  and  modern  stage,  joined  to  an  exten- 
sive knowledge  of  books  and  of  the  human  heart;  his  conversation  was  agreeable  to  all,  and  the 
hours  spent  by  his  friends  in  his  company,  were  esteemed  among  the  most  pleasant  and  profitable 
of  their  lives.  Inoffensive  and  benevolent  in  his  disposition,  prudent  and  circumspect  in  his  con- 
versation, Master  Sweetser,  while  he  enjoyed  many  friends,  never  had  an  enemy.  His  sacred 
regard  to  the  religion  of  the  Redeemer  rendered  him  careful  to  perform  with  exactness,  punctual- 
ity and  cheerfulness,  every  duty  incumbent  upon  him  in  the  several  relations  he  sustained; 
the  tears  of  his  family  evidence  his  affection  as  an  husband,  his  care  and  tenderness  as  a  parent, 
his  kindness  as  a  master.  He  loved  the  place  of  his  nativity  with  a  warmth  of  affection ;  he 
sympathised  with  others,  while  he  shared  deeply  himself  in  the  ruin  and  desolation  brought  upon 
it  by  a  relentless  enemy ;  as  soon  as  circumstances  would  permit,  he  returned  to  it,  and  often  ex- 
pressed satisfaction  in  the  prospect  of  laying  his  bones  in  his  beloved  Charlestown ;  this  affection 
was  returned  b3r  his  fellow-citizens ;  they  looked  up  to  him  for  advice  and  assistance,  as  did  the 
Jews  to  Nehemiah  after  their  return  from  captivity.  He  always  expressed  his  apprehension  of  a 
sudden  death,  yet  he  never  appeared  to  be  terrified  with  the  prospect;  his  hope  in  the  Redeemer 
and  confidence  in  God,  raised  him  above  such  fears;  he  expressed  indeed  his  choice  to  die  sud- 
denly ;  he  was  gratified  in  his  desires,  and  we  doubt  not  had  a  quick  translation  from  earth  to 
heaven.

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It  was  Mr.  TYynian's  oft-expressed  wish  that  the  genealogies  here  presented 
might  form  the  basis  of  more  elaborate  and  extended  treatises  upon  some  of  the 
families  cradled  here.  With  characteristic  generosity  our  author  placed  his 
whole  collection  of  materials  for  this  work  at  the  command  of  the  late  Hon. 
James  Savage  while  that  gentleman  was  compiling  his  Genealogical  Dictionary 
of New.  England ;  and  that  work  was  enriched  in  innumerable  instances  —  as 
were  Dr.  Bond's  Watertown  Genealogies  as  well  —  directly  from  the  results  of 
Mr.  "Wyman's  original  researches,  which  he  was  ever  ready  to  communicate  to 
others  —  never  seeming  to  care  for  the  honor  justly  due  to  him  for  having 
discovered  long-sought  facts  or  for  having  solved  a  perplexing  genealogical 
problem.  Indeed  he  was  ever  more  ready  to  praise  the  efforts  of  others  than 
to  listen  to  commendation  of  his  own  achievements.  For  the  History  of 
Charlestown.  written  by  his  cousin  and  life-long  friend,  the  Hon.  Richard 
Frothingham.  Mr.  TVynian  entertained  a  high  opinion,  and  his  citations  from 
it  are  frequent. 

Charlestown  has  been  more  fortunate  than  most  of  her  sister  towns  in  that 
her  history  has  received  a  larger  share  of  attention  than  is  common.  Besides 
the  two  volumes  now  offered  to  the  public,  we  have  an  excellent,  though  unfor- 
tunately incomplete,  history  of  the  town  and  several  monographs  upon  the 
Battle  of  Bunker  Hill,  by  Mr.  Frothingham;  an  admirable  history  of  the 
ancient  First  Parish,  by  the  Rev.  Dr.  Budington ;  and  Mr.  James  F.  Hunnewell 
is  giving  to  us  in  the  pages  of  the  New  England  Historical  and  Genealogical 
Register  a  verbatim  transcript  of  the  original  first  record-book  of  the  Old  Church. 
The  City  of  Boston  has  wisely  caused  our  Book  of  Possessions  to  be  printed 
during  the  past  year  under  the  direction  of  the  Record  Commissioners.  It  is 
hoped  that,  in  due  time,  the  same  authority  will  do  the  same  for  our 
municipal  proceedings  and  the  doings  of  the  Selectmen  down  to  about  the  year 
lGO'j,  in  order  that  all  of  the  original  grants  of  land  and  the  orders  for  laying 
out  our  ancient  streets  may  be  made  accessible  in  print.  The  original  archives 
of  the  town  from  its  settlement  to  the  year  1847,  when  our  city  charter  was 
granted,  have  been  systematically  classified,  arranged  and  bound  during  recent 
years,  and  soon  will  be  accessible  to  all  inquirers.  Some  attempt  is  now  in 
progress  towards  an  historical  sketch  of  the  Second  Church,  the  manuscript 
of  which  is  already  in  the  printer's  hands.  A  valuable  and  complete  collection 
of  all  the  inscriptions  upon  the  extant  stones  and  monuments  in  our  ancient 
burial-ground,  drawn  off  verbatim,  el  literatim,  et  puncluatim,  is  already  in  private 
hands,  and  the  hope  is  indulged  that  it  may,  ere  long,  appear  in  print  as  a 
companion  volume  to  Dr.  Green's  admirable  Epitaphs  from  the  Old  Burying 
Ground  in  Groton.  If,  in  addition  to  what  has  been  already  accomplished, 
some  one  among  our  wealthy  citizens  would  consent  to  assume  the  cost  of 
printing  the  earliest  and  most  valuable  of  our  original  records,  and  thereby 
place  them  beyond  the  danger  of  destruction  by  fire,  Charlestown  would  be, 
indeed,  preeminent  as  regards  the  condition  of  her  records  and  the  attention 
owed  upon  her  annals.  Is  it  too  much  to  hope  that  such  a  generously 
disposed  and  public-spirited  citizen  is  moving  among  us  ? 
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The  plan  of  the  town  made  by  Peter  Tufts  in  1818,  from  an  actual  survey 
of  the  territory,  is  presented  to  the  subscribers  through  the  liberality  of  the 
publishers,  Messrs.  David  Clapp  &  Son,  although  no  plan  whatever  was  promised 
in  the  prospectus. 

For  the  excellent  portrait  of  the  author,  which  serves  as  a  frontispiece  to  our 
first  volume,  the  subscribers  are  indebted  to  Mr.  Wyman's  sister,  Mrs.  Mary 
Frothingham  Downing,  at  whose  charge  it  has  been  engraved  by  Mr.  Stuart, 
expressly  for  this  work. 

For  the  cordial  cooperation  of  the  author's  family  in  his  efforts  to  bring  out 
these  volumes  in  strict  accord  with  Mr.  "Wyman's  known  wishes,  the  editor 
would  express  his  grateful  acknowledgements. 

No  index  to  names  is  essential  to  the  completeness  of  this  work,  the  plan 
upon  which  it  is  arranged  making  it  an  index  of  itself,  as  regards  persons,  by 
means  of  the  general  references  by  group  numbers  at  the  end  of  each  article. 
Indices  to  localities,  original  authorities  and  vessels  mentioned  in  these  volumes, 
however,  were  deemed  to  be  of  the  first  importance,  and  have  been  prepared 
with  great  care.  For  these  indices,  and  for  the  supplement,  the  editor  is  alone 
responsible.

PEEFACE 


Thi3  work  comprehends  two  departments  of  the  composition  of  our  early 
records: — First,  a  synthetical  arrangement  of  the  genealogies  of  the  ancient 
white  inhabitants  of  Charlestown,  from  the  earliest  settlement  down  to  the  period 
of  about  1818.  Second,  a  collection  of  the  abstracts  of  county  deeds  and  probate 
settlements,  together  with  the  great  proportion  of  land  records  on  the  town 
books,  exhibiting  the  estates  of  the  inhabitants  as  constituting  the  territory  of 
the  original  town.  And  these  are  placed  consecutively  to  the  pedigrees,  and 
all  in  alphabetical  order  of  surnames,  for  the  highest  convenience  of  reference. 
The  interior  individual  arrangement,  however,  is  in  the  order  of  lineage. 

Appended  to  the  above  will  be  found  a  chronological  table  of  references  to 
land  conveyances  in  Charlestown,  and  an  index  of  localities.  The  method  of 
the  work  is  explanatory  as  it  proceeds ;  and  it  is  believed  its  utility  and  interest 
are  obvious.

— It  is  also  remarkable  that  the  site  of  the  government  offices,  where,  for  many 
years,  stood  the  town  hall,  and,  more  remote  in  time,  the  court  house,  adjacent,  should  be  in 
close  proximity  to  the  religious  domain  which  had  been  impropriated  from  the  beginning ;
